CASTLES AND KINGS 


(COPENHAGEN— You don’t have to be in Copenhagen long 

before you become very conscious of the influence still 
wielded by King Christian the Fourth despite the fact that this 
particular monarch has been dead since 1648. For on every 
hand you are reminded that he meant just about aS much to 
this city as Columbus did to America 

Wherever you turn and see a particularly beautiful building 
in the Renaissance style you are pretty safe in saying that 
Christian the Fourth was responsible. In fact, if it hadn't 
been for his love of the beautifal—and his extravagance, 
which wasn't so well appreciated by his subjects at the time 
Copenhagen would not be the magnificent city that it is today. 
CASTLE ROSENBORG 


QE OF THE most impressive memorials to King Christian 

~ is the Rosenborg Castle, which was started in 1606 and 
finished in 1633, and where he died in 1648. It was designed 
as a “pleasure house” for his very late majesty, with the 
result that the rooms are rather small—as castles go--and, 
as in all the palaces of that period. each floor can only. be 
reached by the winding corkscrew stone staircase in the out- 
side tower. 

Incidentally, I was intrigued when the guide pointed out the 
hidden “house telephone”—a very primitive type of speak- 
ing-tube concealed behind a panel in a window embrasure 
which, legend has it, was used by the king to get in touch with 
hig mistress in another part of the castle. 

PRICELESS TREASURES 


SINCE ABOUT the year 1801, however, the castle has been 
used only to house the priceless and historic souvenirs, 
furniture, ornaments and crown jewels of the royal heads of 
Derimark from the time of Christian the Fourth until today, 
known as “the chronological collection.” But the rooms with 
their old furnishings and magnificent treasures have an at- 
mosphere and grace unequalled perhaps, in the world. 

The Great Hall, for instance, with its black and white 
marbled floor and wonderful stucco and painted ceiling, con-

It consisted of a huge saddle. with head-gear and 
saddle-cloth, pistol holsters, scabbards, etc., al] made of black 
velvet embroidered by hand in an intricate design with 10,000 
pearls, diamonds and sapphires set in gold 


VENETIAN GLASS 


IS CROWN, too, is ornate to a degree—a marvel in gold 
filigree which took three men three vears to make. It 

is set ,with pearls and huge, tablecut diamonds interspersed 
with 200 figures of knights, etc. from early Danish history, 
all made in enamels, whose colors are as clear today as when 
made. .

Acheson Asks 
§8.5 Billion 
Foréign Aid 


WASHINGTON (UP) — Secre- 
tary of State Dean Acheson today 
asked Congress for a $8,500,000,- 
000 foreign aid program to beef 
up the arms and _ economic 
strength “of our Allies” so that 
United States will not be 
forced to “go it alone.” 

Opening the administration's 
ease for the biggest peacetime 
foreign aid program ever asked, 
Acheson told -the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee: 

“To put it bluntly, 
Union wants to see the United 
States try te ‘go it alone.” By 
sporadic aggression, by cautious 
retreat, by unending propaganda, 
by economic sabotage by seizing 
control in one area, by playing 
on differences in another—by all 
such the Kremlin seeks to 
produce a situation in which the 
United States will ultimately be 
pushed into a position of trying 
to “go it alone. 

Acheson's remarks followed 
President Truman’s denunciation 
Monday of Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Ar r and others who advocate 
a “go it alone, if necessary” pol 
icy In Korea. 

Acheson said the proposed as- 
sistance to the world’s free na- 
tions would “yield a larger and 
faster return in terms of our na- 
tional security than we could ob- 
tain by increasing the budget of 
our own armed services by the 
same amount.”

Total War . 
And Co-Existence . 


By WALTER LIPPMANN 
From Washington 


EFORE breaking off for several 
months’ absence I am going to yield 
to the temptation to set down a few 
ideas on the great question of war and 
peace with ‘the Soviet Union. My own 
view is that in a total 
.war between the Soviet 
orbit and the Atlantic 
community the Soviet 
government would be 
destroyed, the Soviet 
empire would be de- 
molished, Western 
Europe would sink into 
anarchy, and North 
America, victorious but 
weary, impoverished 
and isolated, would cappailanp 
find it hard to preserve the remnants of 
its freedom, harder still to bring back 


to life again the stricken civilization of 
the western world. 


Put in other words, I believe that the 
United States would win the military vic- 
tory against the Soviet empire. The war, 
however, would be so devastating and so 
prolonged that in all of the Eurasian con- 
tinent there would be left no govern- 
ments of sufficient power and authority 
to make peace and to restore order and 
to reconstruct the ruined world. 


VAST DISORDER 


In the place of governments there 
would be, I believe, a vast and formless 
disorder of bolshevised warlords, petty 
chieftains, local dictators, bandit clans 
and terrorist gangs: For in a total war 
we would have to destroy many of the 
great cities and particularly the great 
centres of administration and com- 
munication, in order to achieve victory. 

This destruction of the centres of ad- 
ministration and communication would 
set in motion a human migration of des- 
perate and starving hordes pressing 
upon and fusing with the Red armies as 
they invaded Western Europe 


looting 
the cities and the countryside and de- 


stroying as they went the human struc- 
ture of the existing society 


WITHOUT END 


In so far as the war was a total war 
and its aim was victory, the catastrophe 
would be well-nigh universal Instead 
of its being the war to end war, which 
we fondly hoped for in 1917, it would be 
the war that could not .be ended. This 
is the fundamental characteristic of the 
total wars of this century—that 1

‘Increase In Convictions 


For Drunk Driving Likely 


OTTAWA, (CP)—The Com- 
mons last night approved a. 
series of Criminal Code amend- 
ments . tightening the laws‘ 
against drunken driving, sex of- 
fenders and treason. 

They were adopted as the 
chamber moved slowly ihrough~— 
the annual Government bill 
making alterations in the code 
on the basis of recommendations 
from provincial authorities. 
Some additional changes await 
consideration 

Justice Minister Garson, pilot- 
ing the legislation, predicted that 
the number of convictions for 
drunken driving will increase as 
a result of amendments in this 
category. 

John Diefenbaker (PC-Lake 
Centre,. Sask.!, the . Progressive 
Conservative Opposition’s chief 
legal spokesman, said he did not 
think the new drunken-driving 
provisions were tight enough. 

One of the new provisions 
provides for admission as evi- 
dence in drunken-driving court 
cases of the results of chemical 
tests taken of the breath or blood 
of the accused. However, the 
tests are not obligatory. Further, 
said Mr. Garson, they will not be 
available in some rural areas. 

Another creates a new offense 

that of driving while the abil- 
ity to-drive is-“impaired” by al- 
cohol, as distinct from the cus- 
tomary charge of driving while 
drunk. This is expected to fac 
ilitate convictions in cases where 
outright intoxication cannot be 
proved
